schedule despite the operating 
handicap of a building Jammed 
with two printing plants—you 
couldn't sell off the old plant 
until you had the new one 
completely 
installed and 


working. 


If Nevada countians thought 


some of Larry Wahlquist's 
pictures were on the dark side 
in this first offset run of the 
Picayune, they have short 
•"memories. Otherwise they 
would have recalled that when 
the Brat offset edition came out 
of Hope Star's plant Dec. », 
IMS, all of our pictures, were 
dark—and it took us a month to 
whip the in-ehop photographic 
problem. I should eiplain that 
in the offset system all pictures 
taken in the field 
are 


rephotographed in the shop. 
You might have the finest 
original picture in the world 
and yet it turned out to be a 
"dog'* in the newspaper 
because of the failure of th*« 
critical in-plant operation— 
photocopying the original - 
through a screen to create the 
dot pattern which makes pic- 
ture publication possible. This 
procedure is universal with 
newspapers and magaslnea. A 
similar system is used in 
television, but instead of dots 
TV uses lines, »0 lines to the 
inch. Peer at your TV screen 
close up and the lines Stand out 
boldly. 


But the problem of dark 


pictures will be whipped 
quickly by the Picayune. It took 
Hope Star a month to solve the 
riddle, because we had no 
neighbor offset publication to 
consult with. I carried a linen- 
glass magnifier for a month 
while checking distant offset 
newspapers' 
pictures. 


Examining the Benton Courier, 
then a weekly and now a daily, I 
discovered the answer one 
night. Our pictures were dark 
because the dote in the faces of 
people were too big. Nett 
morning I increased the ex- 
posure on the big plant camera, 
almost extinguishing the dot 
pattern in faces—and that was 
the end of our troubles.

Press Association bulletin of 
July M, 74 per cent of all dailies 
and weeklies belonging to APA 
are printed by offset. The 
conversion of the Prescott and 
Murfressboro papers now puts 
the figure close to M per c*nt- 
truly a mechanical revolution 
in Arkansas' hometown press.

Committee Chairman Sen. 


John Stennis, D-Miss., declined 
to elaborate Wednesday on 
what path the questioning of 
the pair would follow.

ceived direct allegations that 
there have been some viola- 
tions of the rules of engage- 
ment by the Navy."

LOS ANGELES (AP) — 


President Nixon, expanding on 
his 1972 campaign slogan of 
"Pour More Years," says his 
re-election would mean "four of 
the best year in the whole his- 
tory of the United States." 


Addressing a $l,00to-plate 


Republican fund-raising dinner 
here Wednesday night, Nixon 
spoke of his initiatives toward 
Moscow and Peking, but de- 
clared: 


"We need four more years to 


build on this beginning. 


Then, talking about law and 


order and his effort to end what 
he terms permissiveness by the 
courts, he said: 


"Four years isn't enough. We 


need more." 


Summing up his pitch for 


what he has described as "a 
clear majority," he cited three 
goals for his hoped-for four 
more years: 


—Peace in the world. 
—"Opportunity and jobs for 


all Americans." 


—To instill in all citizens a 


firm conviction that "this is a 
great and good, and indeed, a 
beautiful country." 


The President reflected on 


his Vietnam policy and said 
"we have not accomplished ev- 
erything we would have desired 
as fast as we might ..." 


But, he added, "We have pre- 


pared the South Vietnamese so 
that it is now very clear that 
they will be able soon to un- 
dertake their complete defense 
without our assistance ... 


"We are going to end our in- 


volvement," Nixon said. "We 
will end the war. But we are 
going to end it without betray- 
ing our allies and we are not 
going to abandon our prisoners 


If war or play politics with our 
prisoners of war." 


As Nixon spoke, a dwindling 


but noisy group of duMenten— 
the White house described them 
as the forces of the President's 
Democratic opponent, George 
McGovem-demonatrated out- 
tide the Century Plata Hotel.

Freed U.S. pilots are in Copenhagen 


COPENHAGEN (AP) — The 


Bum, American pilots ,flew 


.home today, happy to.be within 


hours of the land they left to 
fight a distant war, concerned 
about the hundreds of prisoners 
of war they left behind. 


Lt. Norris Charles put it suc- 


cintly shortly before he and two 
colleagues released by Hanoi 
took off for New York. 


At a Copenhagen news con- 


ference he said the American 
people were in fact bringing the 
trio home. Then, concerning the 
remaining prisoners, Charles 
told Americans: 
'• "If you really want to bring 
these men home you can do it. 
If you really want to end the 
war you can do it. I call on you 
to help me bring the men home 
... I can't feel too free when I 
consider the men who are left 
behind in North Vietnam." 


Charles, his fellow Navy Lt. 


(j.g.) Mark Gartley and Maj. 
Edward Elias of the Air Force 
appeared to be in fine shape as 
they arrived in Denmark after 
an overnight stay in Moscow. 
They bad flown from Hanoi via 
Peking and Moscow, traveling 
on commercial planes in the 
company of a group of Ameri- 
can antiwar activists. That was 
an effort to avoid any attempt 
by U.S. authorities to take the 
pilots into custody while en 
route.

four years and Ellas four 
months. 


They shunned political state- 


ments today. 


Gartley observed: "I've been 


away from the States for a 
very long time and not all the 
issues are clear to me. .But 
whichever policy will bring the 
men home the fastest is the one 
I support the most." 


Asked if Jane Fonda as a 


visitor to Hanoi had reported 
accurately that American pris- 
oners of war favored the elec- 
tion of Sen. George McGovemr 
Gartley said the actress was 
"not qu&lified to speak for the 
opinions of the prisoners of 
war." 


When the fliers reached Mos- 


cow there was a name-calling 
struggle between the activist 
group and a U.S. diplomat, cen- 
tering on who would be in 
charge of the men's return 
home. There was nothing like 
that in Copenhagen — the offi- 
cial contact was brief and po- 
lite. 


Charles told a newsman that 


he did not expect to be going 
back on combat duty and the 
other two pilots nodded their 
heads in agreement. 


Asked if he thought he would 


be in trouble with the U.S. mili- 
tary for his statements, Charles 
replied: "The military does not 
hold the truth against 
any- 


body." 


Gartley, speaking of his long 


captivity, said "psychologically 
speaking you become adapted. 
The first six months are hard." 


Then he said, a life goes on 


to a month-by-month or season- 
by-season scale instead of one 
from hour to hour or minute to 
minute. 


Charles, describing his North 


Vietnamese captors, said he 
was "treated with a lot of kind- 
ness and a lot of generosity." 


The men wore Eastern Eu- 


ropean-style suits that fit them 


only approximately and fash- 
ionless, narrow ties, Gartley, a 
light haired, tall man, looked 
pale in the television lights, 
while Ellas' complexion ap- 
peared ruddier.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Abraham A. Ribicoff unveils 
Ms compromise welfare-reform 
plan today to carry the Senate 
into the heart of its debate on a 
giant social Security-welfare 
bin. 


While the welfare-reform pro- 


visions have proven the most 
hotly disputed aspect of the leg- 
islation, it also contains Social 
Security increases which the 
Senate raised still further Wed- 
nesday. 


By a 76-5 vote, the Senate 


adopted Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield's amendment 
lifting 
the ceiling on the 


amount retired persons can 
earn without losing Social Se- 
curity benefits. 


Mansfield's amendment pegs 


the ceiling at $3,000 a year, 
compared with the present lim- 
it of $1,600. Some 1.5 million 
persons could benefit from the 
$3,000 ceiling during the first 
year. 


Despite some opposition, the 


Mansfield proposal was debated 
and passed in short order in 
contrast to the prolonged argu- 
ment expected on welfare re- 
form. 


Ribicoff offered his com- 


promise in hopes of defeating 
the rival Workfare approach 
dratted by the Senate Finance 
Committee and inserted in the 
bill. 


But there were indications Ml 


amendment would not attract 
sufficient support to be grafted 
onto the Social Security-welfare 
bill as a substitute for Work- 
fare. 


The Connecticut senator said 


that in order to win he would

have to construct a coalition of 
liberal Democrats and moder- 
ate Republicans. So far Presi- 
dent Nikon has refused to en- 
dorse such an effort, he noted. 


Nixon's own proposal to deal 


with the problems of welfare 
families, the family-assistance 
plan, also is expected to be of- 
fered and defeated next week. 
\ It was included in the big bill 


as it passed the House but re- 
jected by the Senate Finance 
Committee in favor of Wor- 
kfare. 


If both the Ribicoff amend- 


ment and the Nixon plan are 
rejected, liberals then will 
strive to eliminate Workfare 
from the bill. The upshot may 
be adoption of language which 
would provide for a pilot proj- 
ect testing the various plans. 


The Senate began debate on 


the $15.1-billion measure Wed- 
nesday and its managers quick- 
ly opened a defense of the Work- 
fare section. 


This plan 
would require 


many of the parents in welfare 
families to take jobs provided 
by a federal corporation or lose 


their government relief checks. 


Finance Chairman Russell B. 


Long, D-La., said his com- 
mittee rejected Nixon's plan in 
part because members thought 
it did not have adequate work 
requirements for able-bodied 
welfare recipients. 


In adopting the Mansfield 


amendment on Social Security 
earnings-limits, 
the 
Senate 


went a step beyond the Mouse 
which followed Nixon's recom- 
mendation and put the ceiling 
at $2,000, or $320 more than 
presently allowed. 


Long and Sen. Wallace P. 


Bennett, 
R-Utah, 
argued 


against the $3,000 ceiling, say- 
ing that it would cost an extra 
$1.7 billion and generally would 
benefit retired persons with the 
highest incomes. 


However, if past performance 


is an indication, House-Senate 
conferees are likely to opt f* 
the lower House-passed figure. 


The Senate defeated another 


amendment proposed by Sen. 
Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., to do 
away with the earnings limit 
altogether.

Meanwhile, the House Public 


Works Committee approved a 
bill that would authorize the 
purchase of about 30,000 acres 
of wildlife mitigation land in 
the Cache basin. 


Also, the Senate approved a 


federaly constructed

Bumpers urges changes in justice system 


NORTH LITTLE ROCK (AP) 


— Gov. Dale Bumpers urged a 
conference on the Arkansas 
criminal justice system Wed- 
nesday to "seize the scalpel, 
: make the cuts and in the proc- 
ess refurbish our criminal jus- 
^tice system into one which will 
• be an inspiration to our sister 
states." 


The failure to provide the ac- 


cused with a speedy trial is 
perhaps the most tragic aspect 
of the criminal justice system 
in Arkansas, Bumpers said. 


"The lengthy delay that often 


accrues between arrest and 
trial in our system is un- 
conscionable," Bumpers said. 


The governor noted that Ore- 


gon recently passed legislation 
that says persons who are held 
in custody because of failure to 
make bond and who are not 
tried within 60 days of their ar- 
rest are to be released on their 
own recognizance except when 
they are charged with murder. 


"A swift dispensation of jus- 


tice brings home the un- 
mistakable point that criminal 
activity will not be tolerated 


within our society," Bumpers 
told conference delegates, who 
are to recommend improve- 
ments in the system to Bump- 
ers and the 1973 General 
Assembly. 


Bumpers also said improve- 


ments should be made in the 
area of rehabilitating crimi- 
nals. 


"Strict punishment and total 


rejection of the criminal are 
false solutions which militate 
aganst the basic foundation of 
justice upon which this country 
was founded," he said. "We 


cannot expect an incarcerated 
fellow to return to society 
ready, willing and able to con- 
tribute beneficially when that 
person has lost his human dig- 
nity in the stench and per- 
versity of overcrowded prison 
life and when he is denied due 
process rights on a day-to-day 
basis." 


Bumpers said that after a fel- 


on has paid his debt to society, 
he should not be "forced to 
bear the burden and stigma of 
incarceration as if it were some 
latter day scarlet letter."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An 


electronic surveillance system 
being studied by the Arkansas 
Department of Correction could 
save the state thousands of dol- 
lars if it is installed at the 
state's prisons. 


Ron Kincaid, administrative 


assistant to Correction Commis- 
sioner Terrell Don Hutto, said 
the system, which would cost 
about $110,000 to install at Cum- 
mins Prison Farm, would more 
than pay for itself during the 
first year of operation. 


The system would cost less to 


install at Tucker Intermediate 
Reformatory, he said. 


Kincaid said the system con- 


sisted of a cable buried around 
the perimeter of the prison con- 
nected to a central control pan- 


el. The cable would trigger an 
alarm if someone walks near it. 


According to Kincaid, a prit* 


on guard monitoring the device 
can pinpoint the location of Ml 
escape attempt and dispatch 
personnel to thwart the trouble. 


The system could reduce the 


number of tower guards re- 
quired at Cummins by about 20, 
he said. 


A reduction of 20 employes 


would be enough to pay for th« 
system during the first year. 
The prison guards are paid 
about $5,000 per year. 


Another advantage of the ays- 


tern, according to Kincaid, is 
that the trusty guard system 
could be abolished. He also said 
there would be more flexibility 
in assigning guard duty.

The 
total was said to be a record 
for fund-raising dinners. 


Nixon thanked the crowd of 


about 1,700 for "the biggest din- 
ner in the whole history of 
America." 


Sen. George McGovern, the 


Democratic candidate for Pres- 
ident, raised $200,000 at a $250- 
a-plate dinner at the same hotel 
the night before. 


Meanwhile, McGovern today 


named a team of 20 mayors to 
help develop a long-range 
urban policy. He said the elec- 
tion "will determine the fate of 
American cities for the next 
two decades." 


The Democratic vice presi- 


dential 
candidate, 
Sargent 


Siriver, pleaded in Milwaukee 
for understanding of the causes 
of crime by young people, say- 
ing the solution begins in the 
home. 


He said broken homes, un- 


employed fathers and working 
mothers are a big part of the 
problem, especially since it of- 
ten means that "the children 
are allowed to run in the 
streets." 


"Those children," Shriver 


said, "are not responsible be- 
fore the eyes of God in what 
they get into because when we 
as a society can't give them 
something useful to do, I don't 
see how we can blame them 
when they break a window or 
when they steal something or 
when they get hooked on drugs 
by some pusher." 


Shriver was to go to Detroit 


today. 


President Nixon Wednesday 


addressed fund-raising dinners 
in San Francisco and Los Ange- 
les and was due to return to 
Washington today following bis 
biggest tour of the campaign to 
date. 


He said his re-election would 


mean '-four of the best years in 
the whole history of the United 
States." 


He also cited three major 


goals for a second term: peace 
in the world; opportunity and 
jobs for all Americans, end de- 
velopment of a firm conviction 
by all Americans that "this is a 
great and good, and indeed, a 
beautiful country." 


Nixon said he would like to 


do more campaigning, but he 
needed to be in Washington to 
keep an eye on some "huge 
spending proposals" which if 
enacted by Congress "would in- 


evitably lead to a tax in- 
crease." 


Vice President Agnew, back 


in Washington following a nine- 
state tour, said he found "a 
great amount" of complacency 
among Republicans. 


"I've done everything I can 


do to try to get them to realize 
that the most dangerous luxury 
in any political wmpalgais as- 
s-umlri^m-at %very thlnWlMt 
well and that everybody's out 
doing as much as he should 
do," Agnew added. 


He said interest should build 


as the Nov. 7 election ap- 
proaches. But when asked by 
newsmen if he thought the elec- 
tion would be close, Agnew 
said: "I don't know. I'm no ex- 
pert on that. That's up to you 
fellows." 


The vice president leaves Fri- 


day on a two-day trip to Flori- 
da, Mississippi and Louisiana. 


McGovern, who was in Wash- 


ington, called for a massive 
redirection of federal funds 
from the Vietnam war to jobs, 
housing, crime prevention, en- 
vrionmental protection, schools 
and urban transportation. 


He was critical of the Feder- 


al Housing Administration, say- 
ing the federal government 
today is "becoming the nation's 
largest slumlord ... The scan-

purpose is to remain in office." 


—The Ripon Society, a na- 


tional group of progressive 
young Republicans, endorsed 
Nixon for re-election despite 
"frequent and severe" differ- 
ences with his administration. 
It praised his "statesmanship 
abroad and his goals for the 
new American revolution ..." 


—The

American Enterprise Institute 
for Public Policy Research said 
either Nixon or McGovern, as 
president, would have to accept 
sizable increases or slash 
planned spending to avoid big 
deficits, even if the economy 
recovered to a full employment 
level by 1974.

MISUNDERSTANDING IS 
BLAMED FOR RUMOR 


NEW YORK (AP) - A mis- 


understanding over a cancer 
research report last weekend 
has been blamed for a wides- 
pread but false belief that re- 
searchers at Oak Ridge Nation- 
al Laboratory had achieved a 
major 
advance 
in 
cancer 


treatment. 


Scientists from thAboratory 


told a news confere^pWednes- 
day that there was no such 
breakthrough and agreed that 
answers to the cancer problem 
may lie years in the future. 


Spokesmen said the labora- 


tory has received hundreds of 
telephone calls from around the 
country and around the world 
inquiring about the original re- 
port, which was based on a 
news release from the National 
Cancer Institute. 


The release said a team of 


scientists from NCI and Oak 
Ridge "have proposed a mech- 
anism to explain how stimu- 
lation of the immune, or dis- 
ease-fighting, systems of ani- 
mals vlb cancer can result in 


sMICff

their cancers." 


The scientists said Wednes- 


day that the wordi "complete 
disappearance" apparently led 
to reports of a breakthrough in 
cancer treatment. 


Experts believe new monetary system can be shaped 


I 


WASHINGTON (AP) - to 


contrast to their mood a few 
days ago, the world's top fi- 
nance officials now are saying 
that large strides can be taken 
In shaping a new international 
monetary system within a year. 


As the International Mone- 


tary Fund moved today to set 
up the negotiating forum for 
monetary reform, finance min- 
isters and central bankers at- 
tending the IMF's annual meet- 
ing believed the basis for 
serious talks finally had been 
laid. 


Until the United States came 


out with specific monetary pro- 
posals Tuesday, the mood was 
gloomy over whether any kind 
of agreement could be ham- 
mered out between now and the 
next IMF meeting in Nairobi, 
Kenya, next September. 


"I leave this meeting with * 


little bit more optimism," said 
Helmut Schmidt, the West Ger* 
man finance minister, adding 
that he was pleased the United 
States provided a "coherent 
platform which we have so long 
waited for." 
Schmidt said several major 


sore points had been resolved, 
including a U.S. pledge to make 
the dollar convertible again 
once its balance of payments is 
in line, and a softening of the 
American insistence that trade 
and monetary talks be closely 
linked. 


But a number of differences 


remain, indicating that hard 
bargaining lies ahead. 


French Finance 
Minister 


Valery Giscard d'Estaing told 
the delegates Wednesday that 
next year's meeting should re- 


sult in final agreement on how 
the new money-exchange sys- 
tem would work. 


He agreed with U.S. Treasury 


Secretary George Shultz that 
the dollar should enjoy the 
same rights as other currencies 
of the world. Shultz proposed 
that the dollar be allowed to 
swing in value in the exchange 
markets just as widely as the 
French 
franc, 
the 
British 


••pound, the German mark, or 
any other money. 


But he differed with the 


Americans on other major 
points, including one that may 
prove the most nettlesome 
problem of all: what to do 
about the extra accumulation of 
dollars overseas while mone- 
tary reform is being negotiated. 


Giscard d'Estaing said in ef- 


fect that he leans toward put- 


ting some limit on the extra ac- 
cumulation of dollars, an idea 
Strongly opposed by the United 
States. 


The issue is more than a 


technical one. One of the big" 
questions in the monetary-re- 
form debate will be how the 
dollar glut overseas will be re- 
duced. Some economists esti- 


mate European and other coun- 
tries hold an excess of $54 bil- 
lion they can't cash in for U.S. 
reserves. 


The U.S. reserve position, in- 


cluding gold, is only about one- 
fifth of that amount and that 
explains why Pfesident Nixon 
suspended the convertibility of 
the dollar into gold on Aug. 15, 


1971. 


The French also disagreed 


with the U.S. proposal to phase 
out gold as the standard of 
value for the dollar and the 
chief reserve asset. This is a 
traditional French position, be- 
cause both the government and 
its people hold a lot of gold. 


Brewer's sentence is reduced by panel 


UPPER MARLBORO.Md. 


(AP)—A three-judge appeals 
panel today cut 10 years off Ar- 
thur H. Bremer's 63-year prison 
sentence for the shooting of 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wal- 
lace and three other persons. 


The decision came after a 45- 


minute hearing during which 
the 
22-year-old 
defendant, 


speaking 
in 
a 
soft, dis- 


passionate voice, made a per- 
sonal appeal for a reduction. 


"Sixty-three years is more 


than a life sentence," Bremer 
told the judges. "It is severe 
and harsh. I plead for a reduc- 
tion of the sentence." 


The Prince Georges Clounty 


Circuit Ccourt judges gave no 


reason for the reduction. 


They reduced the sentence of 


assault with intent to murder 
Wallace from 15 years to 10 
years and took five years off 
the 15-year term imposed for 
using a gun in a crime of vio- 
lence. The other sentences 
against Bremer were left un- 
touched.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I hope 


you can help me regain my 
peace of mind and perhaps 
a 20-year friendship of an el- 
derly person. A doctor pre- 
scribed glasses for her but 
she couldn't see through 
them. Rather than discus- 
sing it with her physician, 
she asked him for an ap- 
pointment with an eye doc- 
tor. The eye doctor put drops 
in her eyes and ever since 
then she has "a gold screen" 
over everything she sees. A 
nurse told her that doctors 
never put drops in an elderly 
person's eyes as the muscles 
do not react and that the 
"gold screen" condition 
would be with her for the 
rest of her days. 


My friend is 82 with poor 
circulation. I have tried to 
help her but now she's quite 
vocal in denouncing me for 
recommending that she see 
the eye doctor. I feel very 
hurt that this has happened 
to her and she is suddenly 
very disgruntled and has had 
almost a complete change in 
her personality. Any help 
you can give will be deeply 
appreciated. 


Dear Reader — The big- 


gest problem here is getting 
advice 
from 
people who 


don't know what they are 
talking about. The proper 
place to get medical advice 
is from a doctor. In the at- 
tachment with your letter it 
is clear that the lady has 
cataracts and macular de- 
generation. Cataracts 
are 


the gradual change in the 
clear lens of the eye so that 
it no longer transmits light 
properly and thereby ob- 
structs vision. This is a com- 
mon change in later years. 


Degeneration of the macu- 


la means degeneration of 
the small spot right in the 
center of the back of the 
eye where the light rays

focus to form an image. The 
back part of the eye really 
acts like a photographic 
screen but the most sensitive 
area for receiving visual 
images is in this one spot 
at the back of the eye. 


The drops the doctor used 


had nothing to do with either 
one of these conditions. The 
report you attached states 
he used them to examine her 
eyes properly. The first doc- 
tor, according to the report, 
knew the lady's problem and 
only gave her glasses hoping 
to get the best possible bene- 
fit in the face of a difficult 
situation. The "gold screen" 
effect is undoubtedly related 
to the cataracts and the 
changes in the retinal screen 
and has nothing to do with 
the drops the doctor used to 
dilate her eyes so that he 
could examine them proper- 
ly. 


There is still another prob- 


lem you will have to face. 
With evidence of circulatory 
changes and at her age, your 
friend probably has some 
personality changes related 
to poor circulation to the 
brain. When this occurs in 
, older -people, there is-of ten- 


a marked change in person- 
ality. Wives are greatly dis- 
tressed when their elderly 
husbands change from gen- 
tle, considerate individuals 
to crude, thoughtless individ- 
uals. Likewise, friendly, out- 
going women can change to 
disgruntled, suspicious per- 
sonalities. These are mani- 
festations 
of illness 
and 


should be so regarded. I'd 
like to repeat that the big- 
gest problem here is failure 
to talk to the doctor and re- 
lying on uninformed individ- 
uals for an expert opinion. 
The lady you identified as 
a nurse used poor judgement 
if she made the remarks you 
report. Your friend will con- 
tinue to need a good eye 
doctor.
